REPORT  FROM  THE 
HEADMASTER

The  mist  is  heavy  along  the  Ompompanoosuc  River 
this  early  morning  as  I  sit  down  to  write  here  in  our 
family's  half-finished  (hardly  half-finished)  little  house 
in  Vermont.  Yesterday  was  one  of  the  loveliest  days  of 
the  summer.  The  neighboring  farmer  arrived  at  6:30  a.m. 
to  begin  mowing  the  twenty-acre  meadow  at  the  foot  of 
our  knoll.  New-cut  hay  scents  the  mist. 

(At  my  elbow  the  headline  on  page  one  of  the  local 
daily  speculates  on  the  rumored  closing  of  a  well-known 
independent  school  nearby.) 

In  just  a  week  my  family  and  I  return  to  the 
Governor  Dummer  campus  for  our  fifth  year  back  at  the 
Academy.  The  school  is  healthy.  In  a  sense,  it  has  come 
through  the  difficult  years  since  the  late  'sixties  (diffi- 
cult for  all  non-profit,  independent  institutions)  to 
achieve  a  kind  of  status  quo.  Therein  lies  a  comfort  and 
a  danger.  It  is  good  to  look  back  and  recognize  that 
painstaking  effort  by  the  Board  of  Trustees;  care  and 
hard  work  by  the  faculty,  administration,  and  staff ,  top 
to  bottom  —  together  with  the  willing  co-operation  of 
the  student  body,  parents,  and  friends,  new  and  old  — 
have  enabled  the  Academy  to  weather  well  the  most 
recent  round  of  social  unrest,  inflationary  spirals,  and 
cost  increases  and  presently  to  rest  in  secure  condition. 

(As  the  unfortunate  school  here  in  Vermont  perhaps 
teeters  on  the  brink  of  closing,  one  among  her  board 
members  acknowledges  a  tight  financial  squeeze,  but 
adds  that  "independent  secondary  schools  are  always 
in  trouble  financially.") 

It  is  true  that  potential  trouble  lurks  on  the  horizon 
these  days  for  the  unwary.  Governor  Dummer,  however, 
is  sound  of  wind  and  limb  and  dispensing  for  her  young 
people  as  rich  an  educational  experience  as  at  any  time 
in  her  213  years.  This  is  where  the  "status  quo"  comes 
in.  Tempting  as  it  may  be,  we  cannot  rest  on  our  laurels, 
for  laurels  wither. 

Recently  twelve  strong  new  faculty  —  eleven  of  them 
now  entering  upon  at  least  their  fourth  year  at  the 
Academy  —  have  enriched  an  experienced  faculty. 
Younger  men  have  undertaken  from  retiring  veterans 
like  Mac  Murphy  and  Ben  Stone  several  key  leadership 
positions  —  each  move  from  strength  to  strength,  I 
believe. 

We  must  look  to  our  strengths,  and  confirm  them; 
we  must  be  sensitive  to  our  shortcomings,  and  amend 
them.  We  must  look  both  to  preserve  —  and  to  create. 
While  around  us  difficult  times,  bad  luck,  or  bad 
management  threaten  some,  the  Academy  stands  with 
those  representing  a  strong  tradition  and  a  vital  element 
in  American  education.  Our  strength  for  tomorrow  lies 
in  the  quality  of  the  commitment  by  those  of  us  charged 
with  the  day-to-day  responsibility  and  in  the  belief  and 
support  of  alumni,  parents,  and  friends.  Here  at  the  out- 
set of  1976-77  we  happily  accept  the  hard-won  and  com- 
fortable status  quo  —and  resolve  to  improve  upon  it! 


ADMISSIONS  UPDATE

The  1975-76  Admissions  year  was  a  busy  one.  Over 
four  hundred  families  brought  their  sons  and  daughters 
to  the  campus,  representing  the  largest  number  of 
school  visits  since  1968-69.  The  number  of  final  appli- 
cations increased  approximately  25%,  also  the  highest 
number  since  1968-69. 

Opening  Day  involved  a  slightly  different  format  this 
year  with  new  students  arriving  on  campus  on  Monday, 
September  13,  and  old  students  returning  the  following 
day.  When  classes  began  on  Wednesday  morning,  the 
Academy  was  ministering  to  the  needs  of  329  young 
men  and  women.  In  this  total,  there  are  221  boys 
and  108  girls  with  a  boarding  population  of  186  in- 
cluding 144  boys  and  42  girls,  and  with  a  day  popula- 
tion of  143  including  77  boys  and  66  girls.  Significant 
milestones  have  been  reached  in  total  school  enroll- 
ment. The  overall  number  of  girls  and  of  girl  boarders 
has  increased  as  well,  making  the  enrollment  in  these 
areas  the  highest  in  the  two  hundred  and  fourteen 
years  that  Governor  Dummer  has  been  in  existence.

All  of  this  is  well  and  good,  but  now  is  not  the  time 
to  become  complacent  and  simply  expect  1976-77  to  be 
the  same.  We  must,  therefore,  solidify  the  efforts  that 
were  begun  over  a  year  ago. 

In  the  area  of  alumni  involvement  we  plan  to  restruc- 
ture somewhat  the  Alumni  Admissions  Program.  The 
slightly  modified  set-up  will  see  the  creation  of  area 
chairmen  who  will  have  others  to  call  on  for  assistance. 
The  area  chairmen  will  be  directly  in  touch  with  the 
Admissions  Office  on  a  regular  basis.  In  this  way  we 
feel  that  there  will  be  much  closer  contact  between  this 
office  and  those  alumni  who  were  selected  and  agreed  to 
be  area  chairmen.  There  will  be  mailings  this  fall  to  all 
alumni  representatives  with  the  hope  that  their  initial 
interest  will  increase  as  we  work  at  this  end  to  better 
organize  the  entire  program.  In  addition  to  an  organiza- 
tional change  in  the  Alumni  Admissions  Program,  we 
plan  to  enlist  the  support  of  present  parents  and  we 
also  plan  to  increase  the  number  of  pre-prep  school 
visits  this  year. 

Let  me  close  this  article  by  saying  that  it  is  my 
earnest  hope  that  the  instruction  of  private  secondary 
school  remains  strong  and  that  if  the  future  is  bright, 
Governor  Dummer  will  continue  to  stand  tall  amongst 
its  peers.  To  all  of  you  who  have  given  your  support  to 
our  admissions  work,  my  partner,  Dorothy  Ogden,  and 
myself  are  truly  indebted. 


For  the  first  time  in  its  history,  Governor  Dummer 
has  raised  more  than  $100,000  in  an  Annual  Giving 
campaign.  The  final  total  for  the  1975-76  Annual  Fund 
was  $1 1 1 ,466,  exceeding  the  goal  of  $1 10,000. 

The  total  represents  a  dollar  increase  of  22%  over 
1974-75,  when  the  Annual  Fund  raises  $91,672.  There 
were  130  more  donors  than  last  year,  an  increase  of  14%. 

The  special  Matching  Gift  Fund  created  by  an  anony- 
mous alumnus  proved  extremely  beneficial.  All  in- 
creases in  giving  over  the  previous  year  were  matched  on 
a  dollar-for-dollar  basis.  In  all,  212  alumni  and  26 
parents  took  advantage  of  this  program,  for  a  total  of 
$10,107  which  was  matched. 


Alumni  Results 

Under  the  leadership  of  Bill  Plumer  '53  and  his  hard- 
working team  of  160  Class  Agents,  GDA  alumni  in- 
creased their  contributions  by  28%  over  last  year  with  a 
total  of  $76,140.  There  were  808  alumni  donors  repre- 
senting 25.5%  participation  by  the  alumni  body,  com- 
pared to  last  year's  figures  of  724  donors  and  23.1%  par- 
ticipation. The  average  gift  figure  increased  from  $82  to 
$94. 

The  Anniversary  Classes  were  especially  dilligent  and 
turned  in  excellent  results.  The  10  classes  holding  Re- 
unions in  1976  increased  their  giving  by  an  aggregate 
of  103%. 


PARENTS  DAY  OCTOBER  30

Parents  Campaign 

The  Parents  Campaign  once  again  turned  in  an  out- 
standing performance.  Led  by  John  Sterge  and  high- 
lighted by  a  committee  of  16  Area  Representatives, 
Parents'  giving  rose  from  $21,958  to  $25,071.  The 
number  of  current  and  former  parents  who  contributed 
to  Annual  Giving  jumped  27%,  for  a  total  of  218  donors. 

The  1976  Fund  effort  was  one  in  which  the  entire 
GDA  family  can  take  great  pride.  We  are  deeply  grateful 
to  all  the  donors  whose  generosity  resulted  in  the  most 
successful  campaign  in  our  history,  and  to  the  many 
alumni  and  parent  volunteers  whose  hard  work  made  it 
all  possible.

THE  ATHLETIC  PROGRAM 
AT  GOVERNOR  DUMMER 

by  Robert  E.  Anderson

12  When   I  accepted  the  job  of  Director  of  Athletics  to 

begin  in  the  fall  of  1972,  I  realized  that  I  had  my  work 
cut  out  for  me.  We  were  still  in  the  period  of  general 
student  dissatisfaction  with  schools  and  structured  pro- 
grams, which  had  sifted  down  to  us  from  the  college 
level.  We  were  also  on  the  threshold  of  launching  a  full 
interscholastic  program  for  girls,  who  were  about  to 
begin  their  second  year  at  Governor  Dummer. 

At  that  time,  I  felt  that  an  athletic  program  could  be 
offered  and  administered  which  would  interest  the  stu- 
dents, and  that  we  could  maintain  the  traditional  values 
which  many  of  us  feel  can  best  be  taught  through  that 
medium.  I  feel  that  our  current  program  is  fulfilling  both 
of  these  goals. 

Requirements  and  Participation 

We  have  long  believed  that  the  lessons  that  can  be 
learned  on  the  athletic  field  should  be  a  part  of  every 
young  person's  experience.  It  is  still  our  goal  -to  have 
every  student  participate  as  much  as  possible,  although 
we  no  longer  require  interscholastic  participation  in 
every  season  for  older  students. 

Our  9th  and  10th  grade  students  must  be  involved 
with  an  interscholastic  team  for  all  three  seasons,  and 
the  1 1th  grader  or  "new"  12th  grade  student  must  be  on 
a  team  for  at  least  one  season.  Free  Athletic  Terms  are 
available  in  the  other  seasons  to  the  two  upper  classes, 
and  intramural  sports  offer  another  option  for  12th 
grade  students.  Those  who  choose  and  whose  proposals 
are  approved  for  a  Free  Athletic  Term  are  required  to 
take  Physical  Education  classes  during  four  of  their  free 
periods  each  week. 

The  fear  of  many  had  been  that  with  non-inter- 
scholastic  options  available,  the  older  students  would 
not  participate  in  interscholastic  sports.  We  disagreed 
with  that  opinion,  for  we  maintained  that  an  attractive 
and  well-run  program  would  attract  students  beyond  any 
requirements  established.  Our  statistics  tend  to  support 
this  point  of  view:  In  the  Junior  Class  (1 1th  Grade),  the 
percentage  of  boys  and  girls  participating  for  two  or 
three  seasons  has  increased  over  the  past  four  years. 
Currently  over  85%  of  our  11th  grade  boys,  and  over 
82%  of  our  1 1th  grade  girls,  participate  in  more  than  the 
minimum  requirement.  In  the  Senior  Class  (12th  Grade), 
65%  of  the  boys  and  33%  of  the  girls  still  participate  in 
two  or  three  interscholastic  seasons,  and  over  85%  of  the 
boys  and  67%  of  the  girls  participate  in  more  than  the 
minimum  requirements. 

Perhaps  another  way  to  assess  this  aspect  would  be 
to  examine  the  trend  in  participation  by  all  classes  in 
interscholastic  sports  over  the  past  four  years.  The 
average  participation  by  boys  per  season  has  increased 
from  70.3%  to  79.3%  between  1972-73  and  1975-76, 
while  the  girls  have  increased  participation  from  61.7%

to  71.6%  over  the  same  period.  Even  more  dramatic  is 
the  increase  of  the  boys  from  63.1%  during  the  1971-72 
school  year.  (We  had  no  interscholastic  sports  for  girls 
that  year,  and  no  basis  for  comparison  for  their  first 
year.) 

Program  Changes 

One  of  the  ways  we  have  stimulated  participation  in 
our  program  has  been  by  listening  to  the  students,  and 
by  adjusting  our  program  to  reflect  their  interest  when 
there  is  no  real  conflict  with  philosophy,  budget,  per- 
sonnel, or  space.  In  turn,  the  students  seem  willing  to 
listen  to  and  accept  our  reasons  when  one  of  the  above 
restrictions  does  inhibit  a  move  in  the  direction  of  their 
interest.

Virtually  all  of  the  intramural  changes  have  come  as  a 
result  of  student  interest  (or  lack  of  interest),  and  the 
same  ideas  led  us  to  eliminate  the  option  of  intramural 
sports  for  11th  graders.  We  strongly  feel  that  the  in- 
crease of  participation  by  students  in  the  interscholastic 
programs  has  been  influenced  by  the  flexibility  of  the 
overall  program. 

One  of  the  most  significant  changes  has  been  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  athletic  contests  played.  I  felt 
that  it  was  not  philosophically  sound  to  have  strict  re- 
quirements for  participation  by  the  underclassmen  and 
to  have  the  varsity  teams  playing  by  far  the  majority  of 
the  games.  Thus  we  have  greatly  increased  the  number  of 
subvarsity  contests  in  addition  to  adding  the  games  that 
currently  make  up  the  women's  program.  This  is  best 
shown  by  the  fact  that  we  played  240  athletic  contests 
at  all  levels  in  1971-72,  and  this  past  year  we  played 
more  than  320.  The  trick  has  been  to  make  this  increase 
within  the  confines  of  the  budget. 

I  very  strongly  feel  that  this  increase  of  "playing 
time"  at  the  subvarsity  levels  has  been  a  contributing 
factor  in  the  increase  of  participation  particularly  in 
maintaining  the  interest  of  the  older  student  to  partici- 
pate beyond  the  minimum  requirements. 

Team  Records 

One  of  the  benefits  of  attracting  participation  in  the 
program  has  been  an  improvement  in  the  won-lost 
record.  There  has  been  a  slow,  but  steady,  improvement 
in    our   overall   program.  Theoretically,  a  team   should

14  have   a   50-50   chance  in  every  game  that  it  plays,  and 

Governor  Dummer  teams  at  all  levels  of  all  sports  have 
won  or  tied  45.7%  of  315  games  this  past  year.  This 
figure  is  an  improvement  from  the  37%  of  1972-73, 
and  it  also  represents  the  fact  that  eight  1975-76  school 
teams  had  records  of  winning  two-thirds  of  their  games 
or  better.  These  eight  "outstanding"  teams  are  equal  to 
the  total  for  the  preceding  three  years. 

To  put  this  in  proper  perspective,  since  1960-61 
(when  accurate  records  began)  there  have  been  seven 
"better"  years  than  1975-76  and  eight  "worse"  years. 
The  lowest  percentage  in  that  period  was  the  37%  of 
1 972-73  and  the  highest  was  59%  in  1965-66. 

There  are  some  sports  that  continue  to  have  out- 
standing success  over  the  years,  such  as  Heb  Evans' 
wrestling  and  lacrosse  teams.  Some  sports,  such  as  foot- 
ball and  baseball,  have  been  "down"  for  quite  a  period; 
while  others,  including  cross-country,  basketball,  and 
track,  have  shown  a  recent  decline.  On  the  other  hand 
some  programs,  such  as  hockey,  tennis,  and  all  the 
women's  sports,  seem  to  be  on  the  way  "up".  The  over- 
all picture,  however,  is  one  of  improvement  and  should 
continue  to  be.  Perhaps  the  best  evidence  of  this  is  that 
our  3rd  Level  (Freshman)  men's  teams  in  soccer,  basket- 
ball, and  lacrosse,  along  with  JV  women's  lacrosse,  were 
among  the  eight  very  successful  teams  of  this  past  year. 


Athletic  Budget 

Perhaps  the  hardest  area  to  equate  with  the  program 
is  the  budget.  As  indicated  previously,  we  have  more  stu- 
dents playing  athletics  than  ever  before,  and  they  are 
playing  more  games.  Needless  to  say,  prices  for  goods 
and  services  are  higher  than  ever. 

Put  in  practical  terms,  a  letter  award  pin  costs  36% 
more  than  it  did  in  1972,  a  practice  jersey  has  gone  up 
47%  in  the  same  period  of  time,  and  a  case  of  VA" 
athletic  tape  has  increased  55%.  In  services,  our  Officials 
Budget  has  increased  by  45%  and  our  Transportation 
Budget  by  60%  over  the  four  years.  We  have  had  to  learn 
to  deal  with  these  facts  of  life  by  being  more  efficient 
in  what  we  do  and  how  we  do  it.  In  actual  figures,  the 
Athletic  Budget  expenditures  have  increased  18.3%  over 
the  past  four  years,  which  represents  an  increase  of 
$17.42  per  student  over  that  period. 

Conclusions 

We  have  a  thriving  Athletic  Program  at  Governor 
Dummer.  It  is  successful  in  that  more  and  more  stu- 
dents are  taking  part;  it  is  successful  because  it  is  deep 
enough,  broad  enough,  and  flexible  enough  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  current  student  body  and  abilities  of  the 
faculty.  It  is  able  to  do  all  of  this  within  the  confines 
of  a  limited  budget. 


Statistics  are  interesting,  but  they  cannot  take  the 
place  of  seeing  a  Governor  Dummer  team  in  a  tight 
contest.  The  skills  of  the  players  and  coaches  going 
head-to-head  with  a  difficult  opponent,  the  interest 
and  the  enthusiasm  of  the  parents  and  students  who 
support  them,  and  the  intensity  of  all  as  they  strive 
for  success  —  these  are  the  real  signs  of  a  successful  pro- 
gram. I  invite  you  to  come  and  see  for  yourself.
